Receipt is acknowledged of Applicant's Information Disclosure Statement and 
Oath or declaration filed on 1/26/2004 and 1 1/21/2003, respectively. Receipt is also 
acknowledged of Applicant's Power of attorney filed on 2/14/2005. 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-17, drawn to a method for injecting a liquid drug containing a 
biological material, classified in class 604, subclass 28. 

II. Claims 18-33, drawn to a device, a system for injecting a liquid drug, 
classified in class 604, subclass 30. 

III. Claims 34-42, drawn to a liquid drug-injecting device, classified in class 
604, subclass 38. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I and II are related as product and process of use. The inventions can 
be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process 
for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different 
product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different process of 
using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case, the process as claimed can 
be practiced with a materially different device. A device comprising a "plural injection 
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needle catheter," like the one disclosed by US Patent 5,354,279, can be used in a 
method for injecting a liquid drug at a predetermined velocity. As such, a reference 
anticipating one group of inventions would not necessarily render the other inventions 
obvious. 

3. Inventions I and III are related as product and process of use. The inventions 
can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the 
process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially 
different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
process of using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case, the process as 
claimed can be practiced with a materially different device. A device comprising a 
"plural injection needle catheter," like the one disclosed by US Patent 5,354,279, can be 
used in a method for injecting a liquid drug at a predetermined velocity. As such, a 
reference anticipating one group of inventions would not necessarily render the other 
inventions obvious. 

4. Inventions II and III are unrelated to one another. Inventions are unrelated if it 
can be shown that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have 
different modes of operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, 
MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case, Inventions II and III have different modes of 
operation and effects. Inventions II and III are drawn to patentably distinct drug delivery 
devices. While Invention I is drawn to a device comprising an injector and an adjustor, 
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Invention III is drawn to a device comprising a cylinder comprising a nozzle portion and 
a variety of distinct "pushing portions." As such, a reference anticipating one group of 
inventions would not necessarily render the other inventions obvious. 

5. Searching the inventions of Groups I - III together would impose a search burden 
on the examiner. In the instant case, the search of distinct drug delivery devices and 
methods of using said devices impose a search burden on the examiner. 

6. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

7. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for each subset of Groups I - III are not required for one another, 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

8. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 
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9. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include an election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be 
traversed (37 CFR 1.143).

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably 
distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record 
showing the species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the 
case. In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over 
the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention. 

11. In the event that applicant elects Group I or II, the following species 
election is required. This application contains claims directed to the following 
patentably distinct species of biological material: 

(a) nucleic acid molecules, 

(b) polypeptides, 

(c) lipids, 

(d) sugar chains, 

(e) small organic molecules and complexes thereof, 

(f) cells, 

(g) tissues, 

(h) organs.
